I have a set of Patterns which are not in the U.S. Mint Cabinet, & are of especial interest 
& rarity. They are Goloid set of 1880. Comprising the four dollar gold piece, the Metric silver 
Dol. and the Goloid“ =“. 


These three pieces I will trade for set of duplicate silver dollars of 1879 — which you have 
in the Cabinet, & which are duplicates. The only set of Goloid 1880 ever sold, was sold by H.P. 
Smith, a dealer in N.Y. for $75.00. It is especially important that the Mint should have this set, as 
they are not simply pattern pieces but are also experimental pieces proposing a new change in the 
system of National coinage. The face value of the set of 1879 Dollars, of which you have 
duplicates is $6.00. And the face value of my set is $6.00. I think the trade fair.

[Abstract:] Wishes to exchange some Pattern Pieces. Relative to proposed exchange of Goloid 
set of pattern dollars. 


Mint of the United States at Philadelphia, 
January 9, 1886 


Sir. 


I would say in regard to Mr. Newlin’s proposition to exchange a Goloid set of 3 pieces 
(1880) for 6 of our duplicate pattern dollars of 1879. I think would be fair as an exchange. But I 
would not recommend the exchange, for the reason, that we have a goloid set of 1879, of which 
the 1880 set, (Mr. Newlin’s) is the same, except the date. There are patterns that we do want for 
reference, viz: The commercial dollar of 1871, 1872, 1875, Dana Bickford dollar of 1874, and a 
few others, that I think would be advantageous for us to exchange duplicates for.
